clearly should enjoy, must necessarily 
be conducive to the destruction of 
morale and must cause deep hatred 
in the heart dt the victim for the sys- 
tem of militarism that alone can fos- 
ter such unjust, unfair and Inexcnsa- 
1)Io rcKtilat ions and methods. 

"Tlif whole court niarttal pov.or 
being an incident of command, exer- 
cisable or not, as the commanding of- 
ficer sees fit, the result has been to 
make It easy to court martial enlist- 
ed men and very difficult to court 
martial officers. Officers are loath 
to .stigTuatize thi'ir follow officers by 
court martial, but there is no such 
jealous regard for the enlisted men. 
Under the code a man may languish 
indefinitely In prison without a hear- 
ing or trial. The accused enlisted 
man is not given that assistance of 
ounsel which a fair trial requires and 
which can rea'-i'r ii.iy lie provided in 
the army unde inditions."

Leroy Hume, apeelal aaalatant attor- 
ney general, who. elnea hia arrival 
here several days ago, haa conferred 
with leaders ot the recognisil raihoad 
brotherhoods. 

Among those for whom subpoenas 
were issued were John Qrunau, presi- 
dent ot tha Chicago Yardman's Asso- 
ciation and H. B. Redding, head of 
the United Bngln^Mneu'i Asaoelation. 
Theae two organiaations were farm- 
ed at the tme of the Aprl walkoutn. 

Grunau and twenty-seven ot hs 
as-sociates were arrested at that time 
charged with violatiju ut the Lever 
act "with conspiracy t>) interfere with 
the Interatate shipment i of liie neces- 
litlee ot life.-' and have been out on 
.'lail slnco, their hearings having been 
<'untlnued bcveral times. 

At the sami time the subpoenas 
were being Issu'm: a delegation hen 1- 
9d by Redding ouII'>d upon Maclav 
Hoyne, atate'a attorn-)/, and protf^t- 
ed againat the alleged action ot reil- 
roada In hiring young, inexperienced 
men- and boya aa awitohmea. I^ed- 
ding said the rallroada were tilling 
places ot strikers with boys, ranging 
ill age fidiu 11! to 16 > :ii -. aiul that 
aceideiits had lii(ri:i-iil leinilly be- 
cause (if ilieolillli- 11,-".
